PlTTSBt’RO, Aug. 21.—The Pittsburg 
operators still have hope of gaining a 
conference w ith th** turners’ Under*, as 
Patrick Dolan wired I rom Columbus 
that he would be home today to talk 
over the matter. 
The operators ar - anxious to settle 
the difficulty, aud failing to do this 
peaceably, w ill endeavor to make their 
threat good to start a number of m in e s 
scattered over the district, so as to con­ 
found the strikers and create a stam ­ 
pede. 
Both sides seem as firm as ever, 
w ith the exception that the tim e has 
approached when the operators must 
start their mines or lose their trade for 
the entire winter. 
The operators say regarding the de­ 
mand of the strike leaders to have 
the 
whole com patitive 
field repre­ 
sented : 
"Illinois, Indiana and Ohio operators 
want the strike continued until the 
lake season closes. 
The contracts re­ 
m aining untilled at that tim e will then 
be turned over to the western oper­ 
ator s to fill because of excessive freight 
rates from the Pittsburg fields to the 
west, or they w ill have to be repudi­ 
ated, aud it would amount to the same 
thing, as the bulk of the trade would 
go to the western diggings for the same 
reason.” 
W. P. Bonney telegraphed to the 
Spring V alley Coal company at Spring­ 
field. Ills., which is the largest m ining 
company iii the state, aud controlled 
by the Scott interests in Brie. to know 
if the Illinois operators would meet in 
a joint conference of all the >tate* in­ 
volved. 
The answer was dashed back 
as follows : 
"Illinois operators w ill only mettle in­ 
side state lines and w ill not coufer 
w ith other districts. 
"M. H. T aylor.” 
W hile no definite response could he 
gotten from Ohio aud Indiana oper­ 
ators. it was definitely understood that 
the operatois of these states did not 
favor a conference. 
Almost every operator of any conse­ 
quence in the' district, w ith a few ex­ 
ceptions. have signed an agreement to 
assist in breaking the strike. The oper­ 
ators in question have guaranteed a 
subscription of $50,000 to start a num ­ 
ber of mines w ith imported men. 
It is 
firmly believed that enough laborers 
can be rotten from Virgigia by con­ 
tractors to fill half a dozen mines 
e q u ip p ed with machines, and enough 
experienced men about mines can be 
gotten to operate these machines.

The one temporary hindrance is the 
strike of bitum inous coal miners, which 
interferes as yet little w ith industries, 
and seems likely to term inate within a 
we k. 
The demand for money im- 
proves, taking from N ew V ork to the 
interior about $500,000 more than was 
received during the week. 
Tile offer­ 
ings of commercial loans are much 
larger, including considerable iron aud 
steel palier, and the course o f foreign 
exchange in generally interpreted as an 
indication thut specie im ports cannot 
be long delayed. 
The greatest gain has been for agri­ 
culture. 
t ’om has advanced a little in 
price, but is moving very largely, no 
that the last year’ssurplus may be soon 
marketed, unless the new crop tarns 
out better than many now expect. 
Cotton declined an eighth because of 
un estim ate promising the largest crop 
ever grown, but the market is gradu­ 
ally improving and some of the large 
mills, after a few weeks of suspension, 
have resumed work. 
Other farm prod­ 
ucts are doing well also, but wheat has 
advanced 11 
cents for the week, on 
actual transactions, w ith heavy pur­ 
chases for export. 
The official esti­ 
m ate of yield is entirely disregarded 
except as an adm ission that the crop 
w ill be lunier than that of last year, 
and it is commonly assumed that the 
yield w ill be 570,000,000 bushels or 
more, though recent reports of injury 
indicating the possibility of a some­ 
what smaller outcom e have helped the 
advance in price. 
The iron and steel industry is push­ 
ing forward in spite of the still unset­ 
tled strike of bitum inous coal miners, 
and the enormous purchases of ore 
at Cleveland, and also of b inits at 
Pittsburg, show the utm ost confidence 
in the future. 
Many additional e tab- 
hshm ents have begun work during the 
past week, aud w hile no 
material 
change in pricos has occurred, the re­ 
ports indicate fewer conoescions to se­ 
cure business, and a much 
steadier 
tone. 
The demand for finished prod­ 
ucts has decidedly improved, especially 
in plates, sheets and bars, and in rail­ 
way supplies, particularly in car axles. 
The market for hides at Chicago is 
again much stronger, prices having ad­ 
vanced with very narrow transactions. 
and buyers are holding off in the belief 
that prices have reached the top. 
In 
the woolen business a constant increase 
I appears in the number of establish­ 
m ents at work, and the demand for 
goods has been increased. 
Failures for tile week have been 323 
in the United States, against 280 last 
i year, and 30 in Canada, against 27 last 
year.

It can he stated, on information re­ 
ceived here, that there is uo truth ta 
the report that Lord Salisbury ha.** sent 
an unfavorable answ er to a suggestion 
that the U nited States should inter­ 
fere, the fact being that he has not re­ 
plied at all to the attempt of our am ­ 
bassador to sound hun on the subject, 
and that his attitude gives reason to be­ 
lieve he will not oppose such action as 
our interests may make necessary. 
Minister W oodford’s instructions are 
to intim ate to Spain that the U nited 
States will have to intervene unless the 
situation in Cuba speedily improves.

had not been wholly uninstructed iii 
even elegant learning is evidenced by 


the share she took in literature aud in 
the discussion of religious and public 
matters, and in such personal records 
as th at of Elder Faunce, who eulogized 
Alioe Southw orth Bradford for “ her ex­ 
ertions iii prom oting the literary im ­ 
provement and the deportm ent of the 
rising generation. ” 
Dame schools were early established 
for girls, and here were often found the 
sons of the farm er aud the mechanic. 
These were established in M assachusetts 
in 1685. Late in 1700 girls were adm it 
ted 
through 
tho sum m er to “ Latin 
schools” w here boys were tau g h t iu 
winter, and in 1789 women began to be 
associated w ith men as teachers. 
In 
1771 Connecticut founded a system of 
free schools in w hich boys ami girls 
were taught*

founded a school for girls at Bethlehem ,

has also revolutionized the bow of cere­ 
mony, both in New’ York and London. 
The old tim e style of bowing, in which 
the foot played an im portant part, is 
characterized by this progressive Del- 
sartean as ‘merely a modification of the 
m ilkm aid courtesy.’ 
‘The bow of cere­ 
m ony,’ Mrs. Hovey says, ‘should ex 
press, above everything, reverence. ’ To 
ladies who were to be presented at court 
Mrs. 
Bovey said: 
‘Bow in the foot 
scraping, genuflection fashion, aud the 
queen w ill scarcely notice you, but bow 
as I teach you and you cannot fail to 
catch the royal attention. ’ 
“ Mrs. Hovey begins bowing by drop­ 
ping the eves. 
N ext the head bends. 
Then the shoulders and body and limbs 
snik until the person is almost on the 
knees. 
The recovery is slow aud grace­ 
ful and expresses reverence alm ost as 
m uch as the bow itself.

court bow, and it is a modification of 
this courtesy which Mrs. Hovey teaches 
fashionable women for their use in ac­ 
knowledging Introductions.

ICE CA V ES . 


In C» llf« rn i% W ith Th« *lr P ro d urt im Cl^« r 
l’r^ü litl. 
In Mo« lf« c coun ty, ('al., is an immen se 
field of lava cov*iri» d with a beautiful 
forest of con ifers, which is in habited by 
d eer, bear, pan ther, lyn x, coyote, porcu­ 
pin e an d n umerous fur bearin g an iiuali 
whose p« ’lts are of value to the trapper. 
It was ill these lava bed s that the Mod oc 
In d ian s mad e their stan d agaiu.st the 
govern men t troops some years ago an d 
were with very great d ifficulty d estroy­ 
ed . 
It IS here that tlie ice caves are 
foun d , an d from them the MoaIocs d rew 
their water supply while besieged by 
the troops. 
Oue n ever havin g been over a lava 
field can form but little id ea of the 
chaotic man n er in which the in gen ious 
workmen have left the prod ucts of their 
labor. The on ly <ird er observed is d isor­ 
d er of the most 
exaggerated kiud , 
wherein every mass of rook has been 
twisted or raised or d epressed or arched 
over some cavern in a d ifferen t way from 
that of its n eighbors. The oaves scatter- 
j ed throughout these lava bed s are of 
very varyin g shapes an d d imen sion s. 
Some are mere covert ways, with an 
arch of ston e thrown over them. Others 
are immen se chambers some yard s from 
the surface, an other kin d is sun k quite 
d eeply an d may be in a series of cham­ 
bers un ited by a corrid or that open s at 
the surface, while an other kin d seems 
to go d irectly to the cen ter of the earth 
without stoppin g. 
It is here that the stores of ice are 
foun d , w h^h is formed from water that 
filters in an n ually from the meltin g 
sn ows above. 
Every win ter the lav a 
bed s are covered with a fall of sn ow 
which varies from two to ten feet in 
d epth. The temperature over this region 
in the cold est weather is often 20 or 
more d egrees below aero, so that an y 
water that might be in the caves is 
frozen .solid , un less the caves’ mouths 
should be en tirely covered with sn ow, 
which is uot often the case. Now, when 
sprin g comes an d the sn ow melts, the 
water percolates through in to the cold 
storage chambers ben eath an d is there 
con gealed by the prevailin g cold . 
It is 
in this way that the ice has been mad e 
an d stored for years. 
An d were these 
caves accessible to market they would 
furn ish the purest of ice to man y cities 
for years to come.—Popular ricieuce 
News.

In California W ith Their P roduct im Clear 
mn I'ryatal. 
In Modoc county, Cal., is an immouse 
field of lava covered with a beautiful 
forest of conifers, which is inhabited by 
deer, bear, panther, lynx, coyote, porcu­ 
pine aud numerous fur bearing animals 
whose pelts are of value to the trapper. 
It was rn these lava beds that the Modoc 
Indians made their stand against the 
government troops some years ago and 
were with very great difficulty destroy­ 
ed. 
It is here that the ice caves are 
found, and from them the Modoce drew 
their water supply while besieged by 
the troops. 
One never having been over a lava 
field can form but little idea of the 
chaotic manner iii which the ingenious 
workmen have left the products of their 
labor. The only order observed is disor­ 
der of the most 
exaggerated kind, 
wherein every mass of rock bas been 
twisted or raised or depressed or arched 
over some cavern in a different way from 
that of its neighbors. The oaves scatter­ 
ed throughout these lava beds are of 
very varying shapes and dimensions. 
Some are mere covert ways, with an 
arch of stone thrown over them. Others 
are immense chambers some yards from 
the surfaoe, another kind is sunk quite 
deeply and may be in a series of cham­ 
bers united by a corridor that opens at 
the surface, while another kind seems 
to go directly to the center of the earth 
without stopping. 
It is bere that the stores of ice are 
found, whifh is formed from water that 
filters in annually from the melting 
snows above. 
Every winter the lava 
beds are covered with a fall of snow 
which varies from two to ten feet in 
depth. The temperature over this region 
in the coldest weather is often 20 or 
more degrees below aero, so that any 
water that might be in the caves is 
frozen solid, unless the caves 
mouths 
should be entirely covered with snow, 
which is not often the case. Now, when 
spring comes and the snow melts, the 
water percolates through into the cold 
storage chambers beneath and is there 
congealed bv the prevailing cold. 
It is 
in this way that the ice has been mad*1 
and stored for years. 
And were these 
caves accessible to market they would 
furnish the purest of ice to many cities 
for years to come.—Popular .Science 
News.
